OMAHA, Aug. 10,-- To tho Kdllorof Thn
Hee: In tho Issue of The lice of Attetist
1G Iherc appeared an article headed "Hr-palrl-

Sloiip's Uniuage." This article doe.i
mo nn Injustlco, ns I nm accused of being
responsible for a stato uf affairs for which

nm not to blnnie, nnd which existed long
before I becntno the Incumbent of the offlcs
of superintendent of tho fish hntcherlrs. I
:now the nnimiis which prompted tho
writer to pen the Article mentioned, and
that Is to boost O'Hrlen'a waning reputation.
for they see tho linmtu riling 011 tho wall
nnd In order to rrente n favorable Impres-
sion In the minds of the public In regard
0 O Ilrlen. this and aevernl other articles

have been published. 1 care nothing nbotit
he controversy brou.qht nbotit by O'llrlen's

appointment. It is none of my business
ami politically I rather like tho Idea of
having a democrat appointed by n re-
publican governor, ns I ntn n democrat my-srl- f,

but when they attempt to repair his
reputation nt the expense of mine; wnca
they try to make me the scapegoat for n.
condition of nffalrs caused by O'Hrlen's nog- -
ect nnd Incompetency, I feel called upon,

In Justice to myself, to register a vigorous
protest.

In the first place let me say that I wits
not appointed by Governor Poynter. hut by
tho flsh rommlssi'iii'T', nnd they hart the
solo right to appoint or to remove n man
from Hint position under the old lnw. My
name was chosen from among Beveral placed
beforo thcni. This occurred after the In-

vestigation of O'Hrlen's ofllclul conduct
held on July ti, where he handed In
his resignation. Tho nrllcle stated thnt I
have been a saloon keeper. What of that?
So has O'llrlen! Hut I have always con- -
luctcd my business In n decent and orderly
manner, have never yet been lined for
oiling liquors to minors. As to tho number

of fish on hand, let mi say Hint the total
was greater when I left than ut tho tlmo
when 1 entered upon the discharge of my
duties, with the exception of about fifty
trout breeders, which died nt tho Statu
fair, nt Lincoln, in consequence of being
plnccd In newly painted nqunrltlins against
my Instruction. It Is truo I have delivered
fry to one of the flsh commissioners, so has
O'llrlen. They were there for the purposn
of being distributed, and a flsh commis
sioner hnd ns much right to apply for and
receive fry ns nny other Individual, nnd
nil were served ns long as the supply lasted,
hut 1 wiib never nccuscd of selling flshca
and pocketing the proceeds. O'llrlen hud
a large appropriation for repnlro, etc., but
no repairs wore mnilp, and Btlll tho nionoy
Is gone. Whom dirt It go to?

When I entered upon the discharge ot
my duties, on August 1. ISM, there only
remained nbout $2,000 out of nn appropria-
tion of $1,500. Tho balnnce had been used
up for some purpose in tho preceding five
to six months, but no repairs were mailt'.

Out of what was left I construclert sev
eral stone wnlltfi. separating the different
trout ponds nnd which were on tho point
of falling down. We also built sidewalks
around tho different buildings nnd other
repairs of n minor nature. In addition to
this alt necessary labor, flsh and team
food, bridge toll, telephone chnrges, ac
quiring nnd distributing llshrs nnd other
running expenses had to he pain) out of
this fund nnd every dollnr is accounted for
nnd there was nn rnkenff either. I found
tho hntiso in a dilapidated condition. It
needed painting badly to make It (It to live
n. . There was no money for that purpose.

p'o ivc painted it ourselves, ns well as thn
interior of the hatching house The cellar
wiib full of water; we dried It out nnd put
down n grr.vel bottom. Altogether tho
plnco looked 100 per cent better when I
left tlmti wheu I went in and I did ns much
ns any man could have dona with the small
amount available. If they would reverse
the, hcudlng of Iho artlclo nnd call It "no-pairi-

O'Urlcu's Damage" it would bo
mora correct nnd to the point, for tho nhoo
fits better on the other foot. I nm ac-

cused of Ignorance in matters pertaining
to flsh culture. Mention Is mado of ob-

noxious weeds being allowed to grow In
thn ponds. Tho wrltor of tho nrtlrle does
not seem to lie posted nbout flsh culturo
or he would know that nquatlo plunts nro
often plnccd In ponds to afford simile and
hiding places us well ns nourishment for
some llhhes. Furthermore, thero was tho
assistant superintendent, Mr. C. U.
Strclght under whoso supervision this part
of the huslness was conducted precisely
in the prime manner ns he had been doing
under O'llrlen.

I do not claim to bo nn Ichthyologist,
neither Is O'llrlen, and although he proba-
bly understood the little practical details
better than 1 did whon I first entered upon
tho duties of tho olllce, I claim to huvn
as much scientific knowledge about tho
subject of flsh culture ns he has,

lu conclusion let mo say thnt I rare not
how much thoy may booBt O'llrlen and I
would not ha'fV' said anything If they hadn't
dragged In my nnrne, hut I wnnt to tell
them that If they persist lu dolug so I will
get back nt them In langungo considerably
morn forcible and pointed than I am using
on tho present occasion, Trusting that
you will give this Bpnco In your columns, I
remain yours respectfully.

DRINK MO HE IIEEH THAN EVER.

Four il"i-Gr- o Iiik Stntea tinnliln If
Kmuily I li- - llrniniiil.

"Do you know that the people are drink-
ing mOro beer now than ever before?" said
G. F. LIvcsloy of Salem, Ore., to ii Mil-

waukee Sentlnnl mnn. Mr. Llveslcy is ono
of the most extcnBlvo rnlsers of hops la
the United Stales. Ho has hop farms scat-

tered ull over the Btatn of Oregon, and Is
on his way homo rum Now Y'ork, whero
he' Iibb boon looking nftcr tho market.
"Unless tbo acreage for hops Is materially
Increased wo shall not ho nblo to meat
tho demand," he continued. "When I was
lu New York last week they shipped a,

lot of hops Unit wnro grown In 1801 to Eng-

land. Tho stock Is nil cleaned up bu tho
Pacific slope, and there Is but n limited
supply lu New York. You may not rcallio
It. hut It 1b a fact that there urn hut four
states lu this country whoro hops nro
raised. It Is truo you grow b few hero
In Wisconsin, but the quantity Is so small
that It rutB no figure. Orogon lends th
list ns the hopgrowing ntnto, then como!
New York. California and Washington. Tho
climate of the seneoast seems to be better
adapted to hoprnlslng limit that of thu In-

terior. Wo rnlso In this country nbout
300,000 bales of L'OO pounds each. Wo Im-

port some hops from Germany nnd export
to England. This Is a peculiar feature of
tho business, but you aeo some of tho

German brewers insist on using
German hops.

"The lncreaBo In thn beer business Is
phenomenal. Wo manufactured 40,000,000
barrels of berr In this country last ynar,
which Is tho best on record. I can only
nccotint for thn Incronen on tho ground
thnt tho habit of drinking beer Is growing
upon thn people. Tho Orlentnl trade has
had nothing to do with It. In tho Philip-
pines they hnvo gone Into thn browing
business on 11 small scale, and I havo marts
fcoveral shipments of hops to that country.
Even tho Clilnnmnn hits taken to tho foam-
ing bovoragn and Is learning to brow beer.
I shipped two carloads of hop to a brewery
In tho Flowery Kingdom a short tlmo ago.

"Wo aro receiving calls for our hops
from Australia, hut wo have none on hand
with which to fill the orders. I havo not
boon homo since Februnry, but I havo hart
reports from my agent In Orogon, who says
thnt tUe growing crop Is In' good condition.'
